ident Wilson to the Italian del- 


egation on April 14, with per- 


mission to make it public in Italy, 


and which was given out yester- 
day in Rome. A complete copy 
of the President's statement un- 
der the heading, “Memorandum 
Concerning the Question of Ital- 
ian Claims on the Adriatic,” 
follows: 

“There is no question to which 
I have given more eareful or 
anxious thought than I have ‘giv- 
en to this, because, in common 
with all my colleagues, it is my 
earnest desire to see the utmost 
justice done to Italy. 

“Throughout my considera- 
ation of it. however, I have felt 
that there was one matter in 
which I had no choice and could 
wish to have none. I felt bound 
to square every conclusion that 
I should reach as accurately as 
possible with the 14 principles 
of peace which I set forth in my 
address to the Congress of the 
United States on the 8th of 
January. 1918, and in subse- 
quent addresses. 

The Single Reservation. 

“These 14 points and the prin- 
ciples laid down in the subse- 
quent addresses were formally 
adopted with only a single reser- 
vation by the Powers associated 
against Germany and will con- 
stitute the basis of peace with 
Germany. I do not feel at liber- 
ty to suggest one basis for peace 
with Germany and another for 
peace with Austria. 

“It will be remembered that, 
in reply to a communication 
from the Austrian Government, 
offering to enter into negotia- 
tions for an armistice and peace 
on the basis of the 14 points to 
which I have alluded, I said 
there was one matter to which 
those points no longer applied. 
They had demanded autonomy 
for the several states which had 
constituted parts of the Austro- 
Hungarian empire, and I point- 
ed out that it must now be left 
to the choice of the people of 
these several countries what 
their destinies and political rela- 
tions should be. 

“They have chosen with tae 
sympathy of the whole world to 
be set up as indcpendent states. 
Their complete separation froir 
Austria, ind the complete dis- 
solution of the Austro-Hungavri- 
an empire, has given a new 4s- 
pect and significance to the set- 
tlements which may he effected 
with regard, at any rate, to the 
eastern boundaries of Italy. 


Eastern Boundaries. 
“Personally, I am quite will- 
ing that Italy should be a’ccord- 
ed along the whole front of her 
northern frontier and wherever 
she comes into contact with Aus- 


trian territory all that was ac- 
corded her in the so-called pact 
of London, but I am of the clear 
opinion that the pact of London

“There would be no justifica- 
tion, in my judgment, in includ- 
ing Fiume or any part of the 
coast line to the south of Fiume, 
within the boundaries of the 
Italian kingdom. Fiume is, by 
situation, and by all the circum- 
stances of its development, not 
an Italian but an international 
port serving the countries to the 
east and north of the Gulf of 
Fiume. 

“Just because it is an interna- 
tional port, and cannot, with 
justice, bé subordinated to any 
one society, it is my clear judg- 
ment that it should enjoy a very 
considerable degree of genuine 
autonomy and, while it should 
be included, to doubt, within the 
customs system of the new Jugo- 
Slavic state, it should, neverthe- 
less, be left free, in its own in- 
terest, and in the interest of the 
states lying about it. to devote 
itself to the service of the com- 
merce which naturally and inev- 
itably seeks an outlet or inlet 
at its port. 

“The states which it serves 
will be new states. They will 
have complete confidence in 
their access to an outlet on the 
sea. the friendship and the con- 
nections of the future will largely 
depend upon such an arrange- 
ment as I have suggested, and 
friendship, co-operation and free- 
dom of action must underly ev- 
ery arrangement of peace if 
peace is to be lasting. 

Island of Lissa. 

“I believe there will be com- 
mon agreement that the Island 
of Lissa should be ceded to Italy 
and that she should retain the 
porj of Volpna. I believe that 
it will be generally agreed that 
the fortifications which the Aus- 
trian Government established 
upon the islands near the east- 
ern end of the Adriatic should 
be permanently dispensed with, 
under -international guarantee, 
and that the disarmament, which 
is to be arranged under the 
league of nations, should limit 
the states on the eastern coast 
of the Adriatic to only such mi- 
nor naval forces as are neces- 
sary for policing the waters of 
the islands and the coast. These 
are conclusions which I am 
forced to by compulsion of the 
understandings which underly 
the whole initiation of the pres- 
ent peace. 

“No other conclusions seem to 
be susceptible to being rendered 
concise with these understand- 
ings. They were understandings 
accepted by the whole world 
and bear, with peculiar compul- 
sion, upon the United States, be- 
cause the privilege was accord- 
ed her of taking the initiative 
of bringing about the negotia-

With 
regard to the section dealing 
with the Monroe Doctrine the 
commentaries say: 


“Article 21 makes it clear that 
the covenant is not intendéd to 
abrogate or weaken any other 
agreements, so long as they are 
consistent with its own terms, 
into which members of the 
league may have entered or may 
hereafter enter for the assur- 
ance of peace. Such agree- 
ments would include special 
treaties for compulsory arbitra- 
tion and military conventions 
that are genuinely defensive. 

“The Monroe WDoctrine and 
similar understandings are put 
in the same category. They 
have shown themselves in history 


Understanding” 


to be not instruments of ma- 

tional ambition, but guarantees 

of peace. The origin of the 

Monroe Doctrine is well knowan. 

It was proclaimed in 1823 fo 

prevent America from becoming 

a theater for intrigues of Euro- 

pean absolutism.

ORLANDO TELLS PARLIAMENT 


Says, However, There Is Difference Between | 


“Our Allies and Associated Power,’ and He

Premier Orlando’s Address. 

Premier Orlando, in. his address, 
admitted that he received on April 
14 the American memorandum 
dealing with the Adriatic question, 
and added that until that time he 
had always been assured that the 
American delegation had _ not 
reached any definite conclusion re- 
garding Italy. 

Premier Orlando said that Italy 
believed that her claims were 
founded on such high reasons of 
justice and right that any interna- 
tional treaty or agreement should 
be set aside, so that they might 
be accepted. 

“The principal duty in 
grave hour for the world, and, for 
Italy, very grave,” said Signor Or- 
lando, “is to preserve the greatest 
calm and serenity. 

‘This statement aims to be only 
an impartial declaration of facts, 
so that Parliament may have all 
the elements necessary to pass 
judgment of the work of the Gov- 
ernment and of the Italian delega- 
tion at the peace conference as 
well as on the situation created 
by the last painful events. 

“TIT think it opportune to recall 
briefly the attitude of the Italian 
delegation in that phase of the ne- 
gotiations which began about the 
middle of March. At that timethe 
preparatory work was finished and 
@ program for definite deliberation 
had to be decided upon. Questions 
concerning peace with Germany 
were given precedence, but it 
agreed that those regarding 
should follow immediately. 

Premier Orlando said that all 
through the period of. negotiation 
to frame peace terms with the 
Germans the relations of the Ital- 
jan delegation with the allied and 
associated Powers could not have 
been more amicable or cordial, 
adding: 

“If it was possible to 
from our conversations the § di- 
vergencies of views between the 
Governments and above all be- 
tween the Italians and Americans 

‘there never had been reason to 
believe these divergencies were ab- 
solutly irreconcilable but up to the 
time of handing over the mem- 
Oorandum on April 14 by President 
Wilson, setting forth the American 
view, assurances had been given 
that the Anferican delegation had 
not reached a definite decision re- 
garding the Italian question. 
“Absolute Condition.” 

“There were certainly divergen- 
cies of views between the two 
Governments (Italy and the United 
States), but never did I believe 
that suck differences were irrecon- 
cilable. indeed until April 14, 
when the American memorandum 
was delivered to us, I had always 
been assured that the American 
delegation had not reached any 
definite conclusions regarding us. 
Several times I stated with firm- 
ness consistent with courtesy that 
the program of the Italian terri- 
torial claims was based on essen- 
tina) cardinal points of acceptance 
which was an absolute condition 
for the Italian Government.” 

“This is sympathetically the his- 
tory of the activity of the Italian 
delegation from the middle of 

March to April 13, when the con- 
vocation of the German delegates 
was agreed upon with a reserve 
provision. On April 14 I had two 
long conversations with President 
Wilson in which the whole Italian 
territorial question was profoundly 
discussed, Mr. Wilson concluded by 
handing me a memorandum saying 
it represented the decision of the 
American Government on the 
question and authorizing me to 
communicate the same to the Ital- 
flan Parliament. I have distributed 
it today to all members. 

“President Wilson's message pre- 
vented us from refusing, as well as 
accepting, any proposal without 
first appealing to the Italian 
ple and Parliament, which alone. 
and nobody are entitled to 
pass judgment on the conduct and 
responsibility of the Italian Govy 
ertment. This, therefore, is my 
duty—to ask before this national 
assembly whether the Italian Gov- 
ernment and delegation, acting as 
they did. were faithful interpreters 
of the thought and will of Parlia- 
ment and the country. 


British and French View. 

“The point of view of England 
and France can be summed up as 
follows: 

“They have always recognized 
with perfect loyalty the pledge of 
honor contained in the treaty of 
alliance: between them and Italy, 
intending faithfully to respect it 
but they have )

treaty or agreement. I need not 
repeat the reasons cf historic right 
and national Solidarity which are 
engraved in the heart of every 
Italian so that they become an ab- 
solute part of our nature. 

“Inasmuch as this memorandum 
denied Italy's rights over the Dal- 
mation Islands, accorded only in- 
complete liberty to Fiume and even 
went so far as to break up the 
unity of Istria, I told Mr. Wilson 
it was absolutely impossible for 
me to agree to peace on the condi- 
tions indicated, 

“Il added that under such condi- 
tions, the Italian delegation felt 
it could not continue to partici- 
pate in the conference with anv 
benefit for others or dignity for 
taly, but said I would communi- 
cate with representatives of the 
allied Powers with which Italy was 
bound by special agreements. 

“President Wilson showed great 
regret for such a hypothesis, add- 
ing he would do everything pos- 
sible to prevent it. He said he 
thought it opportune and usefu! 
that France and England should 
undertake to find a means of con- 
Ciliation, while he would have the 
question re-examined by his ex- 
perts to see if further concession 
should be made to Italian aspira- 
tions. 

Sought Way to Conciliation. 

“The Italian delegation did not 
maintain an obstinate attitude, but 
co-operated during 
days in efforts to find a wav to 
conciliation. It was anxious not to 
delay peace and to avoid compro- 
mising the union of the allied peo- 
ples, even by a mere appearance 
of disagreement. It was contin- 
uing patiently to seek a means of 
onciliation and was discussing the 
subject with the British Premier 
when the presidentia] message ap- 
peared,

“This new fact seemed to the 
Italian delegation of enormous 
gravity, as it made public a dis- 
sension which until then. although 
deep, was confined inside the con- 
ference. The ful] authority 
therefore the prestige of Italian 
delegates, was doubted just in the 
grave and decisive hour when tt 
was most needed.” 

Addressing himself to the attl- 
tude of Italy at the peace confer- 
ence and the justice of her de- 
mands, the Premier continued: 

“Italy did not measure her sac- 
rifices by the letter of her treaty 
with the allied Powers, and did 
not ask for help when she had to 
withstand the shock of the Aus- 
trian army, as she might have 
done under the treaty. 

“Therein she only did her duty, 
as the allies have done, but that 
act transformed friendship into 
blood fellowship, and jt was in 
that sense that Italy appealed to 
the allied peoples and Govern- 
ments. 

“The question of Fiume was not 
brought forward by Italy, but by 
a thrilling act of spontaneous will 
which began with the declaration 
of Fiume’s representative in the 
Hungarian Parliament and which 
was subsequently confirmed when 


anfl - 


Fiume proclaimed herself an Ital- 

ian town. 

“Can our great nation remain 
inert and unmoved by the vehe- 
ment and despairing appeal of this 
people whose blood is of our 

‘blood? No!! Italy does not need to 
| put forward a formal thesis in 
support of her demands, feeling 
sure that violence will not be done 
to the will of this Italian town.” 

Premier Orlando reiterated that 
the treaty of London did not pre- 
vent.the allies from considering 
the Fiume question from the Ital- 
ian viewpoint and that, °» \oreover, 
the allies had admitted they were 
in nowise bound regarding Fiume, 
since they considered themselves 
capable of agreeing to the free- 
dom of the city. 

“Wish to Remain Loyal.” 

“It is our desire and firm re- 
solve,” he said, “that the alliance 
shall not be broken up. We wish to 
remain loyal to it for the sake of 
the solemn pledge which binds our 
word of honor, but still more for 
the holiness of blood shed in a 
common cause.” 

After paying tribute to all the 
allied soldiers the Premier con- 
tinued: 

“The allies of yesterday must be 
the allies of today, and all their 
peoples, above all, the American 
people, who sacrificed themselves 
for the victory of an ideal, must 
remain at the helm together in the 
tie of loval friendship. 

“Obevying the supreme com- 
mand of the Italian Government 
and realizing the solemnity of the 
hour, I affirm before this Parlia- 
ment that Italy is animated by all 
that spirit of conciliation which is 
compatible with the unavoidable 
exigencies of national conscience 
and dignity. 

“With the same sincerity, I say 
that I cannot determine in this 
difficult moment in what forms or 
by what means we can reach that 
object because in the last solemn 
conversation that occurred, on 
April 24, there arose a difference, 
not only regarding our point of 
view, but also between that of our 
allies and our associated Power. 

‘Therefore, in the present state 
of affairs, Italy is not facing a so- 
lution in which the allied and as- 
sociated Governments agreed with 
an insurmountable measure of 
agreement. Nor is tnere a propos- 
al of compromise upon which all 
are agreed, but, instead, she is fac- 
ing a difference of opinion which 
Virtually denies the actual possi- 
bility that special territorial con- 
ditions reserved to Italy can be 
contained in the peace treaty ac- 
cepted by all the allied and as- 
sociated Powers. 

Pleads for Calmness. 

“The members of the Govern- 
ment and of the Italian delegation 
therefore await vour verdict with 
serene hearts. 

“With serene hearts the people 
also await events. They who kept 
their faith unshakable, ,. their 
nerves fir mand sound, their soul 
firin and their spirits high, even 
when the appalling misfortune of 
war fell uvon them—why should 
they feel or act differently now 
when facing difficulties which, 
while certainly hard, are bringing 
about peace? Without weakness, 
without over-boldness; 
come with doubts which would be 
injurious, 10r carried away by an 
exaltation unworthy of ae great 
people, Italy in this new trial must 
show conscious and austere caim. 

“The principal necessity now is 
that all, in common fervor and de- 
votion to mother country, should 
determine with sincerity and har- 
mony to face the outcome of this 
great battle which faith might 
haev spared us. Once again I piead 
that in this hour of immense re- 
sponsibility for all the true may 
continue between men's differ- 
ences and the conflicts of partics.

Factor in Break. 


A break of nearly 10 cents a bush- | 
el in the price of corn for future de- 
livery was recorded on the St. Louis | 
market yesterday, in line with sim- 
ilar declines in ither markets, after 
Julius H. Barnes, Federal Wheat Di- 


rector, and president of the Grain 


Corporation of the Food Administra- 
tion. attending the convention of the 
Chamber of Commerce of the United 
Btates here, sent out a circular an- 
nouncing that until further notice 
export purchases of wheat would be 
discontinued as a preventive of spec- 


ulative hoarding. Announcement that 
‘the Belgian Relief Commission 


would cease operating May 1, also, 
was a factor in the decline. 

Barnes would not discuss the corn 
situation, aaying that grain was not 
under his jurisdiction. He gave out 
this statement: 

“The steady advance in the mar- 
ket price of flour is not justified by 
any ecarcity, actual or impending, as 
reserves have been carefully pre- 
served for the demands of the coun- 
try. 

“The mills are grining 11,000,000 
bushels of flour weekly, while our 
domestic consumption does not ex- 
ceed 8,000,000 bushels, It is there- 
fore a simple problem, to offset any 
speculative hoarding of flour, to dis- 
continue export purchases. 

“The Grain Corporation, fortu- 
nately, is supplied with sufficient 
food stocks to carry out its obliga- 
tions, including the large felief pro- 
é&ram abroad, and is able to and will 
discontinue wheat flour purchases 
for export as long as domestic prices 
make this desirable.”’

The fail- 
ure of two banks in New York City, banks of large opera- 
tions, to be sure, but, after all, banks of only local im- 
portance, caused a financial panic of widespread preva- 
lence, from the effects of which the country did not en- 
tireky recover for years. 

But in 1915 New York lent $500,000,000 to two Eu- 
ropean Governments and this country would not have 
known it except for the record of the fact in the press.

The 
testers drank the seidels during the 
course of an ample dinner, and at the 
conclusion of the test each claimed 
that the beer hadn't affected him in 
the least. 

Besides the examination by the 
physician there were other tests to 
determine if the ten men became in- 
toxicated. Their conversation was 
listened to and found to be no more 
foolish than usual, and then they were 
made to walk along a crack in the 
floor, which they did successfully. 
Then each man was asked to make a 
speech, and when each of them re- 
fused it was accepted as proof posi- 
tive that nobody was even the least 
bit drunk.
